t May 1, and had stabbed and 
obbed Mrs. Opal Schellenger 
May 19. He said his motive in 
both crimes had been robbery. 

Ramsey was arrested at Chou- 
eau and Ohio street early yester- 
day after a taxicab driver, David 

Lovell, had obtained the li- 
ense number of the automobile 
n which the Negro was following 
woman near South Broadway 
nd East Courtois street. The cab 

driver gave the license number to 
police who began a search of the 
treets. 

Ramsey's method was to watch 
treetcars for one on which a 
roman was riding alone. In his 

utomobile he would follow the 

reetcar until the woman got off, 
en continue to stalk her as she 
ralked along the street. 

Special Officers Joseph LePage 
nd William Heffern arrested 
Ramsey at Chouteau avenue and 
Dhio street after they discovered 
im following a Manchester 
treetcar.

Questioned All Day. 

Ramsey was questioned by po- 
ice all day yesterday. Their 
trongest bit of circumstantial 
vidence against him was 4 
putcher knife with an eight-inch 
blade found in the front seat of 
his blue, 1936 model Pontiac 
pach. At 7:30 p.m. yesterday he 

nounced he was ready to make 
formal statement. In the pres- 
nee of police officers and news- 

paper reporters he completed the

In an earlier, oral statement, 
rolice said Ramsey had declared 
his motive to be criminal attack.

louis in 1936 from Hattiesburg,

west toward her home, Ramsey 
eaid he circled a block to intercept 
her, parked his car, and met her, 
knife in hand, at Grace avenue 
and Osceola street. 

“IT told her, ‘this is a stick-up. 
Take it easy and you won't get 
hurt,’” Ramsey said in his signed 
staté@ément. 

“She started hollering and hit- 
ting me and I cut her with stab- 
bing blows around the neck ,and 
on the right side of the neck. She 
screamed. (At this point Miss 
Davidson fell.) She turned over on 
her fate while lying down. She 
was standing up when I cut her. 
I intended to rob her and not to 
assault her. : 

“ ... Then I thought I heard 
someone open a door ...tI ran 
to my car and drove home.” 

As he looked back, Ramsey 
said he saw the girl lying on the 
sidewalk and he “felt awful bad.” 

He wiped the blood from the 
knife with his handkerchief, went 
home, got in bed and went to 
sleep, he said, Ramsey said his 
wife, Mrs Alice Ramsey, did not 
awaken, and he had never dis-

OZARKS VACATION 
WITHOUT CHIGGERS 
PROSPECT WITH DDT 


The alluring prospect of chigger- 
less vacations in the Ozarks is 
held out by the new insecticide, 


DDT. This is the report made by 
Glynn 3B. Chipley, insurance 
agency head, on his use of the 
chemical, dichloro-dipheny]-tri- 
chlorethane, at his hillside house 
in Ripley county, Mo. 

Chipley got a quart of the 
chemical, now mostly restricted to 
war uses, from the Monsanto 
Chemical Co. here, and took it to 
his Ozark house. A_ kerosene 
emulsion of the powder, sprayed 
into the cracks and crannies of 
the dwelling, and applied to the 
grounds, on June 27, was so ef- 
fective that a week’ later, when he 
started back for St. Louis, not a 
chigger was chigging on the 
premises. 

Not only man, but beast, shared 
in the relief afforded. “Mites and 
ticks could be seen fleeing in 
droves ahead of the spray,” the 
St. Louisan related, Dogs, pigs and 
chickens were freed of infestatian 
by insects which are the principal 
pests of cattle in that area. 

Spraying from airplanes would 
be a practical way of applying the 
new specific, Chipley suggested. At 
Jones Beach, N. Y., last Satur- 
day, a shipyards fog generator 
laid down a DDT cloud which in- 
activated all flies and mosquitoes 
over a four-mile expanse.

WASHINGTON, July 11 (AP)— 
Senator Connally, chairman of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Com-

tions charter have sufficient Sen- 
ate votes to prevent any reserva- 
tions. 

As the committee began hearing 
opposition witnesses, Connally told 
reporters he was ready to face the 
issue of charter amendments now, 
adding: “We've got the votes to 
knock them down.” 

Senator Wheeler (Dem.), Mon- 
tana, said in a separate interview 
he did not believe any reserva- 
tions. would obtain a majority 
vote. |

The first opposition witness, 
Mrs, Agnes Waters of Washing- 
ton, was escorted from the com- 
mittee table by policemen when 
she attempted to continue after 
her allotted time had expired.

Shifts Cut School Enrollment. 

As an example Hickey pointed 
out the Henry School at 1220 
North Tenth street, where half of 
the 25 rooms are now vacant. He 
also cited the Madison School, 
1118 South Eighteenth _ street, 
where the one-time enrollment of 
about 1350 has been reduced by 
one-half. 

“The condition is not static but 
constitutes a condition of progres- 
sive deterioration,” he said. “It 
can only be solved collectively be- 
cause it is a collective problem 
and that is why I am so ‘happy to 
see the formation of the commis- 
sion to tackle the problem on a 
city-wide scale.” 

Hickey said the resolution 
would be implemented by an of- 
fer..of. any data or materials the 
school board may have béaring 
on the problem, 

Business Backs Campaign. 

Since the appointment of James 
L, Ford Jr., St. Louis banker, as 
chairman of the commission was 
announced Monday, Ford hag been 
receiving messages of support from 
business and professional people 
by telephone, letter and in per- 
son. Most of the people who talk 
to him, Ford said, are eager to 
know what they can do to further 
the objectives of the slum-clear- 
ance program. 

Business leaders reached by the 
Post-Dispatch expressed them- 
selves in favor of the program 
without reservation. At this early 
stage there was little inclination

BERLIN CONTROL 
GROUP IN FIRST 
MELTING, RUSSIAN 
UFFIUER PRESIDES 


French Given Equal Role 
With Chairmanship to 
Be Rotated Among 
Representatives of the 


Four Powers. 


BERLIN, July 11 (AP) — The 
four-power authority for govern- 
ing Berlin agreed unanimously on 
all points discussed at its first 
meeting today “in an atmosphere 
of great friendliness,” the British 
representative, Maj. Gen. L. O. 
Lyne, said, 

Col. Gen, Alexander V. Gorbatov, 
commandant of the Russian o 
cupation zone, presided under a 
rotation system. The other mem- 
bers of the administrative group 
are Maj. Gen. Floyd L. Parks, 
for the United States, and Maj. 
Gen. Geoffrey de Beauchesen, 
France, 

The session was held at the 
former Tieraerztliche Hochschule 
or veterinary college at 58 Luisen- 


strasse, in the Russian zone of 
occupation, 

The meeting followed inter- 
Allied discussions yesterday at 
which the problem of feeding the 
German capital’s 3,000,000 civil- 
jans was settled, paving the way 
for British and American troops 
to assume immediate and full 
control of their occupation zones. 

(British and American military 
governments will begin to govern 
their respective zones in Berlin at 
9 o’clock Berlin time tonight, the 
British radio said.) 

Inviting the French to take part 
in the government of Berlin, 
Allied military chiefs decided 
that the “kommandature” should 
comprise four military command- 
ants, each of whom will serve .as 
chief commandant in _ rotation. 
Each American, British, Russian 
and French commander will head 
Berlin’s military administration 
for 15 days, rotating as long as 
the city is occupied. 

Walter Nadolny, director of the 
Berliner Handelsgesellschaft, said 
yesterday that all directors of Ber- 
lin’s major banks had been under 
Russian arrest for the last nine 
weeks, . 

Nadolny said he alone had been 
released after five days’ arrest 
because he could speak Russian 
and because his brother, Rudolf, 
had been well-liked in Russia as 
the German Ambassador to Mos- 
cow preceding Hitler’s rise to 
power. Nadolny said he believed 
no one except himself had been 
permanently released.

A two-cruiser task force is car- 
rying the Chief Executive and his 
party across the Atlantic. The 
other cruiser is the Philadelphia. 

As the ships reached mid-ocean 
yesterday, Truman approved the 
first direct shipboard report on his 
voyage, which up to that point 
had been through waters as calm 
as the Missouri river. Correspond- 
ents of the three large press 


services and a representative of 
the radio networks are making 
the trip with the presidential 
party. 

Preparing Proposals for Big 3. 

The President began whipping 
into final form today the material 
he will present to the Big Three 
meeting next week. 

He called Secretary of State 
James F. Byrnes and Adm, Wil- 
liam D. Leahy into the Admiral’s 
cabin, where former President 
Roosevelt and Churchill held most 
of their Atlantic Charter confer- 
ences in 1941. 

There, for several hours, the 
three, assisted by diplomatic and 
military experts, worked over an

GUAM, July 11..4AP) — Court- 
martial convictions of 43 Negroes 
attached to naval supply base 
companies as a result of shootings 
last Christmas night, have been 
confirmed and are final, Maj. Gen. 


Henry Larsen, island commander, 
announced today. 

Sentences varied from four 
months to four years. Another 
Negro confined to a hospital still 
is to be tried on one or more of 
the charges, which ranged from 
leaving an assigned area without 
permission, to using government 
property and riot and unlawful 
assembly. 

In the disorders a white mili- 
tary policeman was wounded in 
the leg and stores of stolen 
weapons recovered, 

Court-martial testimony estab- 
lished that early last Christmas 
night between 25 and 30 Negroes 
took two trucks without leave 
from the naval supply depot and 
drove toward Agana. Negro mas- 
ters-at-arms and white military 
police assigned to the depot law 
enforcement detail apprehended 
them. 

Fourteen .45-caliber pistols, a 
.38-caliber revolver and 18 loaded 
clips of .45-caliber bullets were 
found in the trucks,

base camp area were fired on.

The Corbin (Ky.) veteran whose 
legs were blown off above the 
knee and his left arm above the 
elbow when he stepped on a mine 
on Okinawa June 2, now is in the 
army hospital at Battle Creek, 
Mich. Army doctors amputated 
his right hand after unsuccessful 
efforts to save it. He has said he’s 
thinking about getting a chicken 
farm when he gets artificial arms 
and legs. 

In addition to that $265 pension, 
the Government will guarantee up 
to $2000 of any loan he’s able to 
arrange, providing he meets condi- 
tions of the G.I. Bill of Rights.

Hot Updrafts Bounced Bombs 
Back Into B-29, Flyers Assert

TINIAN, Marianas Islands, July 
11 (AP)—Thermal air currents 
generated by fires B-29s started 
in Wakayama yesterday were 80 
strong they shoved the incendiaries 
right back into one Superfortress 
through its own bomb bay. 

Maj. Robert H. Langdale: of 
‘Houston, Tex., said today that just 
after his bombardier had. released 
all incendiaries, fused and ready 
to burst into flame, the hot air 
sent them crashing upward into 
his B-29. They tore away a bomb 
bay door and hit the plane’s 
horizontal stabilizer, but fell out 
again without doing any major 
damage to the plane. 

Climaxing the experience, power- 
ful updrafts of scorching hot air 
flipped the Superfortress over on 
its back in a half loop heading 
the plane back over the burning 
targets. 

The plane was flying belly up 
for several seconds unti. Lang- 
dale brought it under contro] and 


back on its course for a gafe re- 
turn to Tinian. 


“Turmoil sure raged inside the 
plane when the bombs bounced 
up into the bomb bay,” Lt. Rich- 
ard C. Baskett of Holton, Kan., 
said. ' 


“Water flasks and loose equip- 
ment were floating around in the 
air and sometimes hit us when 
we weren't looking. It was just 
like actually being in the mid 
of one of those horror motion pi 
tures.” 


But then the backflip turned 
the plane over so suddenly, said 
Lt. Louls Avrami of Atlantic City, 
N. J., “that when I looked down 
through the bomb bay, expecting 
to see fires, I saw stars and the 
moon because [ was actually 
looking up. 


“Then I turned my head and 
thought I was looking upward 
but I saw fires.

GUAM, July 11 (AP)—Fleet 
Adm. Chester W. Nimitz reported 
that American carrier 
planes of V. Adm. John S. Mce- @ 
Cain’s Task Force 38 destroyed 
72 Japanese planes on the ground 
and damaged 80 in early morning 
attacks yesterday on airfields in 
the Tokyo area. 

Nimitz said that reports of 
damage inflicted later in the day 
were not yet available. Japanese 
air resistance to the 1000-plane 
strike was so weak that only two 
enemy planes, reconnaissance air~ 
craft which ventured near the 
task force—part of the powerful 
American Third Fleet of Adm. 
William S. Halsey—were shot 
down in the air. By late after 
noon there had been no attacks 
on American fleet units. 

The enemy’s remaining combat 
aircraft either were remaining 
hidden for invasion day use or 
had been moved—for safety—too 
far from Tokyo to rally quickly 
to the defense of that area. 

No indication was given by 
Adm. Nimitz of whether the at- 
tacks were continuing today. The 
Tokyo radio said the task force 
had withdrawn to the south in 
fear of suicide plane attacks, but 
expressed belief that the mighty 
armada was “still in the seas in 


the vicinity of our homeland.” 

Tokyo said Japanese forces are 
“on the alert against a possible 
follow-up raid” by the force which, 
the enemy reported, included 10 
carriers. 


- 
Absence of Opposition, 

With no reports of air opposi- 
tion, the Helldivers, Avengers, 
Helicats and Corsairs evidently 
were free to spend the whole day 
battering Tokyo’s once-great web 
of 70 or more airports. 


A simultaneous strike of Iwe 
Mustangs against Kobe, a major 
port of Honshu on the Inland sea, 
found virtually no aerial opposi- 
tion there either. One enemy plane 
was shot down; 18 knocked out on 
the ground. The raiding pilots 
turned to shipping and ground 
targets, burning an aircraft plant, 
attacking two airfields and sink- 
ing or damaging 25 vessels. 


Almost 200 planes from Okinawa 
raided areas of Korea, the China 
coast and the Kyushu coast yes- 
terday and planes from the Philip- 
pines hit targets in China, . 
Formosa, the East Indies and the 
southwest Pacific. These forces 
made hits on another 16 Japanese 
vessels. 


Speculation on Invasion, 


Both Adm. Nimitz and the 
Tokyo radio spoke of future 
American invasion moves. 


The Tokyo radio recalled that 
the last carrier force blow at 
Tokyo was followed promptly by 
landings on Iwo. 


Nimitz reported a regrouping of 
growing American air power in 
the Ryukyus giving Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur command of all Army 
Planes there—and added that his 
own Marine and Navy aircraft 
will continue their strangling 
blockade of Japan “preparatory to 
further amphibious assaults.” 

Tokyo said there were no raids

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POULTRY CONTROL 
PLAN EXPECTED 
10 HELP ST. LOUIS 


Logical Assumption City 
Will Be Included in 
New U. S. Program, 
Chester Franz Says, 


Inclusion of the St. Louis area 
in the contemplated extension of 
the government’s poultry procure- 
ment program would be most 
beneficial to consumers in that it 
would cause a more equitable dis- 
tribution of poultry and aid in 
stamping out black market activ- 
ities, Chester Franz, head of the 
poultry, section of the St. Louis 
Food Distribution Advisory Com- 
mittee, said today. 

He added that he believed that 
inclusion of St. Louis in the poul- 
try control program would in- 
crease the supply of poultry for 
civilians in this area. 

Secretary of Agriculture Clinton 
P. Anderson announced yesterday 
in Washington that plans. are be- 
ing prepared to extend westward 
the program now concentrated 
principally in Delaware, Mary- 
Jand and Virginia by which poul- 
try is set aside for government 
(primarily Army) use. 

Franz said rumors have been 
circulating in the poultry industry 
for some time that such a move 
was being considered but pointed 
out Anderson's announcement did 
not specify the areas to which it 
will be extended. 

Authorized Processing. 

“A logical assumption would be 
that the areas that supply the St. 
Loulé market would be included,” 
he said, “It would mean that all 
poultry produced in our areas, 
which embraces southern and 
western Illinois and central and 
southern Missouri, would have to 
pass through authorized process- 
ing plants.” 

By channeling all poultry 
through authorized plants, the 
government could control it and 
to a large degree cripple the wide- 
spread black market in poultry, 
he said. However, the OPA would 
have to crack down on retailers 
- to prevent further black market 
profiteering. 

Up to 10 days ago the govern- 
ment was taking 100 per cent of 
the poultry output ih the “frozen 
areas, and since then has been 
taking 70 per cent, releasing the 
other 30 per cent to civilian trade, 
Franz said. Making the “freeze” 
order nation-wide would allow for 
a further cut because the burden 
would be eased on the areas now 
under the “freeze” order. 

Heavy poultry production in this 
area has driven black market 
prices down 10 cents a pound in 
the last week, from 35 to 40 cents 
a pound for live hens, Franz said, 
to near the legal ceiling of 25 to 
26 cents a pound, 

Cattle Shipments to East... 


Reports that eastern buyers 
have been making large purchases 
of cattle at the East St, Louls 
stockyards at prices above ceiling 
were branded as “untrue.” George 
Robertson, OPA enforcement at- 
torney for the St. Louis district, 
and Vernon Briggs, enforcement 
attorney for the Springfield dis- 
trict, said their investigators have 
checked such reports and found 
that no more than the normal 
-gmount of cattle was going east, 
‘and those were sold at ceiling. * 

Possibilities announced yester- 
day that slaughterers not subject 
to Federal inspection may be able

DAILY WATER CONSUMPTION 
UP FIVE GALLONS A PERSON 
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Consumption of water in the 
city in the past three months has 
increased by five gallons a day 
for each individual over’ the 
‘amount used in the same period 
last year, Thomas J. Skinker, 
water commissioner, said today. 

In spite of heavy rains which 
have made lawn sprinkling un- 
necessary, 13,160,200,000 gallons of 
water were used in April, May 
and June this year as compared 
with 12,261,500,000 used in those 
months in 1944, an increase of 
898,700,000 gallons. 

Skinker estimated the rise in 
water consumption will cost the 
city $8987 more this year than 
was paid in April, May and June 
last year.

The spokesman cautioned, 
however, that while the services 
have reduced their current quar- 
ter demands, requirements may be 
up again the last three months of 
this year. 

Even before the military cut- 
backs were announced a WPB of- 
ficial said there was no likelihood 
that clothing would be rationed. 

Young wrote the Office of Price 
Administration that he was “con- 
cerned” about the availability of 
warm clothing for the people of 
the north central states. 

In reply, Brownlee said: “Al- 
though the over-all positions of 
the underwear and hosiery indus- 
tries are good, we recognize that 
there may be need of adjustments

Two Soldiers Sentenced to Death 


WASHINGTON, July 11 (AP)— 
Senator McMahon (Dem.), Con- 
necticut, disclosed last night he 
had intervened in the case of two 
Army privates in China who 
wrote they were sentenced to be 
executed for the death of a Chi- 
nese woman. 

McMahon said Under Secretary 
of War Robert Patterson had 
radioed to China for a complete 
report, which is awaited. 

The soldiers are Pvt. John V. 
Brennan, West Hartford, Conn., 


and Pvt. James Cooper, Norwood, 
O. Brennan’s letter to an aunt, 
delivered to McMahon by the 
family priest, related they were 
court-martialed late in May and 
sentenced to be shot. 


Brennan's letter told of the 


soldiers mounting a water buffalo 
at a Chinese village “intending to 
take a ride and have a little fun.” 
The villagers ran after them and 
tried to pull them. from the 
animal’s back. The soldiers re- 
sisted but a 71-year-old woman 


succeeded in pulling Brennan off. 
He fel] on her, and she died three 
hours later, 

Two peasants testified the sol- 
diers beat the people on the 
ground, the letter said. This Bren- 
nan and Cooper denied. Brennan 
quoted a doctor as saying the 
woman could not have died from 
crushing or slapping. 

Cooper’s wife is in Washington 
and called on Senator Taft (Rep.), 
Ohio, yesterday. 

Cooper’s case was laid before 
the War Department June 16. It 
was understood a letter describing 
it was passed along by Ohio of- 
ficials. 

The department said Monday, 
with reference to Cooper, that 
“full information in reference to 
his court-martial is en route here 


by courier mail and should be re- 
ceived within the next few days.” 
It was assumed the Brennan re- 
port accompanied it. 

Cooper wrote two letters to 
Ohio June 26 and 28 telling of 
the death sentence and complain- 
ing he had had no interpreter. 

t was assumed the death sen- 
tences have not been carried out 
since a review in Washington is 
customary.

To Beat French ‘People’s Front’ 


Report Daladier 
Munich Prestige!’ 


Former Premier Now Denies He Had ‘Great 
Confidence in Fuehrer,’ but Many of His 
Countrymen Believed ‘Better Hitler Than 


Blum.’

N October, 1938, the Munich agreement had just been signed. Prime 
J sinister Neville Chamberlain was back in London waving the 

notorious scrap of paper signed by him and Hitler “symbolic of 
the desire of our two peoples never to go to war with one another 
again.” Edouard Daladier, French Premier, was home in Paris with 
the French Ambassador to Berlin, Francois Poncet, but after 48 
hours in Paris, Poncet returned to Berlin, 


Goering, probably with the 
beaming smile of Munich still on 
his face, received him on Oct. 3. 
It was 4 o'clock in the afternoon. 


Parley With Poncet. 
His notes read: 
“Ambassador Francois 

Oct. 3. 4 o'clock. 
“Comes directly from Paris 

where he had long talks with 

Daladier and Bonnet. 

“Strong tendency there to come 
to an arrangement with Germany 
in new and final fashion. 

“Daladier has great confidence 
in the Fuehrer. Swing of opinion 
among French people. But Left 
Wing parties intriguing against 
Daladier, etc. : 

“Agreement similar to that with 
England. No war, consultation 
first: that would be decisive. 

“Daladier would thus be 
strengthened and would be able 
after elections to get rid of a 
‘people's front’ and alliance with 
Moscow. 

“Wait until then.” 


It is practically true that imme- 
diately after Munich the atmos- 
phere in Paris, not only in gov- 
ernment quarters but among the 
general public, was in favor of a 
final Franco-German settlement. 

Only the Blum wing of the So- 
cialists and the Communists ob- 
jected to friendship with Hitler 
Germany. “Great confidence of 
Daladier in the Fuehrer” is prob- 
ably an overstatement, Daladier in 
these days changed his views 
about Hitler and Germany time 
after time. 

He landed at Le Bourget from 
Munich convinced that he had 
betrayed Czechoslovakia and 
stained the honor of France. He 
expected boos and instead found 
a crowd cheering hysterically. 


In the Chamber he got a vote of 
confidence of 535 to 75. So he de- 
cided to cash in on the mood of 
the moment and to become an en- 
thusiastic “Man of Munich.” He 
became increasingly anti-Left and 
anti-Soviet—in fact anti-every- 
body who criticised Munich. 


Daladier’s Comment. 


(On being shown  Goering’s 
motes, Daladier said: “I didn't, 
in fact, see Francois Poncet on his 
visit to Paris which preceded his 
interview with Goering; he saw 
Bonnet. So what Goering says 
about me can only be imagination 
on his part or imaginative em- 
broidery on his conversation with 
Francois Poncet.” 

Meanwhile, in Berlin, Poncet 
continued his talks with Goering. 


(According to Poncet, the notes, 
in part, represent ideas which the 
interview apparently set going in 
Goering’s mind.) 

“Poncet inquired what 
position with the Fuehrer. 

“He is to be transferred to'Rome. 
He would like to remain here to 
settle German-French relations 
finally. 

“Czechoslovakia is finished, since 
she will terminate alliance. Public 
opinion there is against France. 

“With regard to colonial ques- 
tion there is far-reaching readi- 
ness. 

“Afterward currency agreement 
between great European powers. 

“Mark is very stable but so far 
valuless abroad. Franc unstable 
but has purchasing power every- 
where. Equalization! 

“Readiness to open doors in eco- 
nomic field and to collaborate. 

“Never was public opinion in 
Europe so much disposed to begin 
a new epoch. 


‘First Power of Europe.’ 

“Germany has now established 
herself definitely as the first con- 
tinental power. Only left-wing 
parties do not want to recognize 
this.” 

That there was any real will- 
ingness on the French side to 
make colonia] concessions to Hit- 
ler is more than doubtful. The 
only thing they were willing to 
consider was economic co-opera- 
tion in Africa. 

The remark that only the left 
parties would not admit that Ger- 
many is now the “first continental 
power” sums up the whole trend 
of opinion of the French bour- 
geoisie of those days which coined 
the cynical slogan, “Rather Hitler 
than Blum.”

Jan Syrovy, who is mentioned 
here, was Premier at the time of 
Munich and was thought to be 
the strong man of Czechoslovakia. 
He helped to organize the Czech 
Logion in Russia during the 1914- 
18 war, fighting first with the 
Russians and later against them. 
It was there he lost one eye. The 
last report of him was that he 
was arrested in Prague and may 
be dead. 

Next in Goering’s notebook 
comes a mysterious entry which 
shows no date nor any headimg 
(as all other pages do) to indi- 
cate who the person was he 
talked to. 

It refers to Slovakia, which was' 
to be severed from Czechoslovakia 
and made an autonomous state. 
It says: 

“Refusal to come under Hun- 
garian rule. Intensification of all 
relations with the German people. 

“Plebiscite overwhelmingly for 
severance from Prague. Capital: 
Bratislava. 

“Hungarians want to draw fron- 
tier as it was in 1910. Cannot be 
done. 

“Jewish problem only. after 
plebiscite. But Jews are already 
for Hungary. Thus danger to 
towns where Jews are strong 
should be to Hungary. 

“Germans support Slovakia and 
are most violent enemies of Hun- 
gary. Germans believe they can 
exercise stronger influence on the 
leadership of the state in an inde- 
pendent Slovakia. 

“The onus of any cession to 
Hungary should be borne by

ARMY PLAN TO DEMOBILIZE

WASHINGTON, July 11 (AP)— 
The Army promised today to re- 
duce its doctors by 7000 by May, 
1946—a rate of demobilization that 
was criticized by a Senate military 
subcommittee as too slow. Plans 
for releasing doctors were dis- 
closed at the committee hearing 
on the relative needs of the civil- 
ian population and the Army for 
medical care, 

Senator Johnson (Dem.), Colo- 
rado, said “the leisurely attitude 
of the Army toward this problem 
is something that this committee 
ought not to accept lying down.” 
Brig. Gen. Robert W. Berry, rep- 
resenting the War Department, 
took exception “to the use of the 
word ‘leisurely’,” but Johnson re- 
peated he thought it was “the 
right word.” 

Testimony brought out that the 
Army now has about ‘45,000 doc- 
tors and that, including those in 
the Navy and the Veterans’ Ad- 
ministration, the total serving the 
armed forces is approximately 
60,000. In active civilian practice, 
by comparison, are about 74,000 
doctors.

WITH THE FIRST CAVALRY

(AP)—One of the prized honors 
of the war—the Presidential Unit 
Citation—has been awarded to 150 
officers and men of a rifle troop 
of the First Cavalry (dismounted)

These men comprising Troop G 
of the Twelfth Regiment, grabbed 
a chunk of the Admiralties islands 
March 7, 1944, and held on to it 
against vicious, repeated enemy 
counterattacks.

FOUR U.S. NAVY MEN ABOARD 


LOST BRAZILIAN CRUISER 


RECIFE, Brazil, July 11 (AP 
—Four United States Navy sound 
technicians were among the 
missing aboard the Brazilian 
cruiser Bahia, which went down 
a week ago today in a series of 
explosions near the middle of the 
South Atlantic. 

The missing men were Emmette 
Peter Bale, William Joseph Eus- 
tau, Anderson Jackson Pendleton 
and Frank Benjamin’ Sparks 
(home addresses unavailable). 

The 3150-ton cruiser sank in 
three minutes. Of its 366 officers 
and men, only 31 have been landed 
here. Thirteen rescued men died 
en route to Recife. 

The ship apparently struck a 
floating mine, but a Brazilian 
naval officer speculated that it 
might have been attacked by the 
German submarine U-530 which 
Surrendered yesterday in an Ar- 
gentine port. 


The Argentine naval ministry in 
Buenos Aires issued a communi- 
que early today saying investiga- 
tion had established that the U-530 
had nothing to do with the sinking 
of the Bahia. The communique 
added that the submarine carried 
only its regular crew and no Ger- 
man state or Nazi party officials.

Ability to Save Lives Ranks B-29s 
Among Best Planes in the World 


Flyers Cite Return of 


Ships Despite Loss of 


Engines, Shattered Blisters and Strains 
That Would Down Most Other Types.

Behind that opinion are dozens 
of stories of the ruggedness of the 
ship and its ability to get its 11 
men back to safety despite dam- 
age that would down almost any- 
thing else in the air. 

One of the faults of the B-29, 
its flyers say, was the tendency of 
blisters to blow out. These are 
the transparent plastic bubbles 
protruding from the ships. Side- 
gunners, for instance, sitting close 
to the blister to watch for enemy 
fighters, have been blown out of 
the cabin when the blister gave 
way, because of the 8000 foot level 
of pressure maintained in the 
cabin at high altitudes that has 
an explosive force. 

This fault has now been pretty 
well whipped, officers say. In one 
case, where a blister was shat- 
tered by flak, a gunner’s foot 
caught in a loop of his safety belt 
and he hung out of the plane at 
21,000 feet, his shoulder dislocated, 
and lost consciousness from lack 
of oxygen, but his comrades got 
him back inside and under oxy- 
gen. Somehow he survived despite 
frostbite. 


Long Record of Close Calls. 


Flyers cite the long record of 
planes returned despite damage. 
The Purple Shaft, for instance, 
the first plane to land on Tinian, 
lost three engines over Iwo and 
the enginéer, Second Lt, Llewel- 
lyn J Evans, Washington, D. C., 
took the suicidal course of back 
firing one of them to bring it 
back to life. It worked, and the 
plane limped back to Tinian. 
Evans said the fuel lines had been 
clogged by the coral dust over 
every Marianas field and that the 
backfire blew it out. 


Those same four Chicago-made 
engines, have been repaired and 
have .given many hours of con- 
tinuous service that is far beyond 
expectancy. Another group from 
Saipan met such heavy flak over 
Tokyo, that 80 of 100 planes came 
back full of holes, but only three 
were lost. 

Over Osaka, on a low-level raid, 
a terrific ground explosion flipped 
two planes onto their backs in the 
air, but the pilots righted them 
and got them back home, their 
frames so strained that they were 
scrapped, but the crews were safe. 


Losses Surprisingly Low. 
Another Saipan plane was dam- 
aged in combat but got back to a 
crash landing with half its tail 
assembly gone, a wing ripped and

the fuselage smashed in. Another 
had an engine afire all the way 
from Tokyo, but survived as far 
back as Iwo. Two other planes 
had both engines on one side shot 
aut over the Jap coast, but got 
back crabwise to Iwo. Another 
ceached safety after the engineer 
had repaired control cables that 
had been shot away by flak while 
the pilot steered it with the auto- 
matic controls. 


Wounded in B-29s total surpris- 
ingly low. In 4000 successful sor- 
ties, only two men have been 
killed and 82 wounded by enemy 
action, of whom 18 were serious- 
ly hurt. This is a result largely 
of the flak suit, armored gar- 
ments covering the chest and ab 
domen, which all B-29 men wear. 


Combat fatigue, however, is e 
serious menace. A strike means 
a 26-to-28 hour tour, including 15 
or 16 hours of flying.

Guilt of German Industry 


Not even the few remaining advocates of a 
“soft peace” have any doubts as to the guilt of 
Nazi party leaders and their brutal creations, 
the Gestapo and §.S. Some Allied officers con- 
sider General Staff members merely “soldiers 
doing their duty,” but these chronic plotters’ role 
as war criminals is now pretty well understood. 
As to German business leaders, however, the 


story of their complicity in making and carrying | 


on Germany’s wars is not so well known, 

The Kilgore subcommittee on War Mobiliza- 
tion therefore performs a high service to the 
cause of future world peace by its report putting 
the German industrialists squarely into the 
rogues’ gallery of war criminals. 

This affirms what Justice Jackson said a 
month ago in his admirable statement on war 
crimes. Among the accused, he said, would be 
individuals “in the financial, industrial and eco- 
nomic life of Germany who by all civilized stand- 
ards are provable to be common criminals.” 
Jackson did not document this statement. The 
Kilgore. report does so, with abundant detail. 

It is essential that this be done. These part- 
ners in the German plot for world dominance 
wear no uniforms, and some of them never even 
had a swastika on their lapels.. Individually, they 
are polished gentlemen, excellent hosts, good 
conversationalists in several languages. They 
have excellent contacts abroad, and they capital- 
ize on the general respect for German technical 
achievements. They pass themselves off as men 
of peace, eager only to earn an honest pfennig by 
manufacture and trade. 

The fact is, as the Kilgore report shows, that 
these suave business men are a part, and an im- 
portant part, of the war machine directed by 
the General Staff for the cause of German su- 
premacy. Their secret laboratories perfected 
Germany’s powerful weapons of war. Their 
plants produced the materiel that came near 
winning victory. They shared the profits of 
aggression, and now they hope, like the sur- 
vivors of the military clique, to go quietly under- 
ground for a while, trusting that their exported 
capital and their important contacts abroad will 
make it possible to prepare for a new war when 
Allied vigilance relaxes. 

The subcommittee’s warning should help 
insure that such vigilance doesn’t relax. It calls 
for full analysis of German industry's records, 
to get all the facts about its world-wide ten- 
tacles. It calls for careful supervision and full 
reports—quarterly for the first three or five 
years, annually for the remainder of a 15-year 
period. 

Such control was attempted after World War 
I, but the Allies soon wearied of the effort, and 
German re-armament proceeded quietly, without 
molestation. For instance, the Krupp works by 
1923 was turning out the thickest armor plate 
in the world. German cartels spread over the 
world, and their control of many key products 
actually hampered the Allies in World War II. 

The cartel agreements continue. German 
assets in vast amounts have found refuge abroad. 
In this hemisphere, “German influence is still 
strongly intrenched, particularly in Argentina.” 
At home, many war industries are still intact, or 
can be quickly rehabilitated. Defeated Germany, 
in the report’s measured words, “remains a 
major threat to the peace of the world.” 

Liquidating the Gestapo, S.S. and General Staff 
will be simple compared with the problem of 
handling the Jekyll-Hyde industrial structure of 
Germany. Business cannot be wiped out, for 
Germany’s internal needs and, to some extent, 
Central Europe’s economy depend upon it. The 
problem is vigilant control, to see that the 
weapons of war are not. secretly built again in 
German plants, that the militarists do not creep 
back to control through the factory gates, that 
economic penetration abroad is cut off. 

A good way to emphasize this important peace 
aim will be to put the leading munitions makers 
and bankers and steél barons of Germany on 
trial for their lives. 
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Lt.-Pvt. Dobson’s Experience 
Former Lt. William K. Dobson of Atlanta must 
be a pretty bewildered fellow, now that he 
finds himself back in basic training as a private 
after spending 19 months in the Army (14 of 


‘them overseas), being wounded twice, winning 


the Bronze Star, being discharged, getting mar- 
ried, returning to his old civilian job, then being 
called into service again by his draft board. 

If he is bewildered, so is the average citizen 
who reads about his experience. Certainly there 
is something grievously wrong with Army regu- 
lations, or draft regulations, or both, if such a 
distracting whirl of events can befall a service 
man. Some Congressman can gather laurels for 
himself, and relieve the anxiety of other soldiers 
and ex-soldiers, by looking into this odd affair 
and sponsoring a law to prevent any more such 
out-again, in-again runarounds,

- Valuable Hearings 

It becomes increasingly fortunate that those 
few enthusiastic Senators who proposed imme- 
diate passage of the United Nations charter were 
not heeded. These detailed hearings in the For- 
eign Relations Committee are of great value. We 
are getting a day-by-day inventory of just what 
peace machinery the world has in stock since the 
San Francisco Conference. 

Perhaps the best example of rediscovery of 
little-heeded provisions came out in Dr. Pasvol- 
sky's testimony on Monday. Article 28 of the 
Charter reads: ‘‘The Security Council shall hold 
periodic meetings at which each of its members 
may, if it so desire, be represented by a member 
of the Government or by some other specially 
designated representative.” 

The possibilities of that provision were not 
publicized until Mr. Pasvolsky pointed out that 
the Big Three could use such meetings for their 
own future conferences: that, in other words, 
President, Premier, Generalissimo or other chief 
executive might ask his nation’s official delegate 
to step aside for a meeting at a higher level. He 
did not say it would be done, merely that it could 
be done. 

Nothing could be of greater importance to the 
prestige and success of the new peace order than 
the fitting of Big Three, Four and Five parleys 
into the framework of it. Nothing could lend 
more emphasis to the burden of responsibility 
for its usefulness which major powers must 
assume, Trilateral and quadrilateral meetings 
of military alliance are one thing, but the work- 
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ability of any peace planned by and dependent 
upon a conclave of many nations depends on how 
faithfully each of them makes full use of all the 
machinery it sets up. 

The machinery is there, shiny new and ready 
to run. Great Britain, Russia and the United 
States cannot afford to let it rust with disuse. 
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Labor and the Anti-Slum Drive 


Quite naturally, St. Louis labor leaders, both 
of AFL and CIO, have heartily indorsed Mayor 
Kaufmann’s new Anti-Slum Commission. 

Labor has a big stake in the new program 
because, if it is successful, it will provide many 
thousands of jobs for years to come and because 
labor is naturally interested in any public pro- 
gram that improves living conditions for under- 
privileged people. Yet union labor is one of the 
factors that have hindered the progress of 
America’s construction industries. Houses are 
still built much as they were hundreds of years 
ago and their costliness, because of high wage 
scales, high material prices and expensive fi- 
nancing, have made new houses unavailable to 
a large part of our population. 

We realize there are reasons why union labor 
has been a retarding factor in the progress of 
housing methods, yet this should be the occasion 
for reminding the AFL building trades unions 
that housing methods must be revolutionized and 
made cheaper. That goes, too, for material sup- 
pliers, financing companies and all others in- 
volved. Judge Vinson in his recent report, “The 
Road to Tokyo and Beyond,” says the American 
people face the “‘pleasant predicament” of a 50 
per cent higher living standard. This standard 
includes housing. 

Mass production of cheap housing, talked of 
for years, surely will become a great postwar 
industry. The construction genius, Henry Kaiser, 
is only one of many men who will create such 
an industry. There is no reason why the same 
methods that have given_us cheap Ford and 
Chevrolet automobiles by the millions cannot 
give us cheap houses by the millions. There is 
no reason, what with all the technological ad- 
vances available, that so much house construc- 
tion should remain on a costly handwork basis. 

If the construction industry could be mod- 
ernized, so that comfortable homes were avail- 
able for people of low income, it would create 
a great proportion of the 60,000,000 jobs we 
must have after the war. The number of workers 
in construction could be quadrupled and they 
could draw their pay on an annual instead of a 
seasonal basis. Why should union labor resist 
such a “pleasant predicament’’? 
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Another Russian Crisis Subsides 
The knotty problem of how Berlin is to be fed 
and governed has been am ly settled, and so 


another issue which the alarmists saw as a dan-— 


gerous split between Russia and the Western 
Allies falls flat on its face. 

This is similar in pattern to things that have 
happened before. There were prolonged debates, 
alarms and finally a settlement as to Poland. At 
San Francisco, the Russians were described by 
some heated commentators as trying to break up 
the conference, but minds finally met. Control 
of Austria was a stumbling block, but today’s 
news indicates an imminent settlement. 

It is true that some issues in our relations 
with Russia remain open, and they should be 
viewed with concern. It is true that Russian 
methods in diplomacy often seem vexing and 
perplexing. But so many alarms have proved 
false, and so many difficult agreements have 
been reached, as to encourage hope that all the 
inter-Allied problems will ultimately be solved. 
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One handicap to getting recruits for the Jap 
suicide-bombing service is that there’s no future 
in it. 
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Tornado State It Is 


Again it’s denied that there is any valid reason 
to call Kansas the Tornado State, but it’s no use, 
neighbor. Secretary of Agriculture Jake Mohler 
has the stormy-weather and property-damage 
statistics right on his desk to prove the nickname 
is a low and vicious slander, as many eloquent 
Jayhawkers have protested before him, Yet Tor- 
nado State it will inexorably remain until the 
last wheatfield gives way to oil derricks and the 
last Kansas steer winds slowly o’er the lea. 

It isn’t just wind velocity that makes the de- 
tested sobriquet cling to the Sunflower State; it’s 
the general cyclonic tempo of life in that Mid- 
western parallelogram, For Kansas was never 
one to do anything staidly or with undue moder- 
ation. It didn’t produce merely talking Aboli- 
tionists, but fighting old John Brown, who argued 
the cause with a gun in his hands and wound up 
on the gallows and in the ballads of the nation, 
It didn't turn out merely preaching prohibition- 
ists, but a Carry Nation with a hatchet and a 
violent distaste for seeing bottles, mirrors and 
other saloon bric-a-brac all in one piece. It 
didn’t breed voting Populists alone, but the Mary 
Elizabeth Lease variety, who bade the farmers 
“Raise less corn and more hell.” The same goes 
on to this day—Kansas doesn't stop with bat- 
talions and regiments of Gls, but goes on to 
give America and the Allies the one, only and 
invincible Eisenhower. : 

Could a high-stepping, fast-moving, super- 
charged commonwealth like that be fittingly 
called the Zephyr State, or Breezy Kansas, or 
Old Doldrums? It’s the Tornado State, now and 
forevermore; not for its gales (which are, of 
course, infrequent), but for its inborn zip. 
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The OPA is making a new effort to control 
clothing prices. Maybe its slogan should now 
read: “Hold that clothes line.”

Now that James F. Byrnes has been ap- 
pointed by the President as the new Secre- 
tary of State, one of his first acts will 
doubtless be a thorough reorganization of 
the State Department. 


Mr. Byrnes is one of the ablest admin- 
istrators in the Government. He is not 
likely to tolerate the conflict and ineffici- 
ency which have existed in. the foreign of- 
fice of our Government for so many years. 
He will want to bring in his own men, and 
he certainly will not try to run the depart- 
ment with the hodge-podge appointees put 
into office along with Mr. Stettinius some 
six months ago. 


Primary attention must be given to the 
selection of the top officials who, by their 
day-to-day decisions, are largely responsi- 
ble for the determination of American for- 
eign policy. Assistant Secretary Dunn and 
Under Secretary Grew have been the chief 
policy-making officials in recent months in 
all matters except those concerning Latin 
America. For Far Eastern policy the hame 
of Eugene Dooman, Dunn’s special assist- 
ant, should be added, 


Deadwood at the Top 


Mr. Dunn’s pro-Franco and anti-Russian 
prejudices are so notorious that it is obvi- 
ously unsafe to leave him in a position 
where he will continue to influence Ameri- 
can policy toward Europe. Mr. Grew is 
without recent European experience, 


With respect to Asia, the State Depart- 
ment is in the incredible position of hav- 
ing no one in a top position with general 
Far Eastern experience. 

The chiefs of the geographical divisions 
within the Far Eastern Office, though rela- 
tively capable men, have little to say when 
it comes to policy-making. Unless the dead- 
wood at the top can be removed, the for- 
ward-looking men who: are to be found 
throughout the State Department must re- 
main wholly without influence. 

The basic cause of the State Depart- 
ment’s vacillation and weakness on vital 
issues lies in the sharp cleavage which ex- 
ists between the men who came into the 
department prior to 1924, when the Rogers 
Act was passed, and those who have come 
in since that date. Most of the older men 
had no qualifications for foreign service 
other than money, a family name, an East- 
ern-university education and a desire for 
social prestige. They looked upon the serv- 
ice as offering a soft life with good social 
connections. 


Foreign Service Has Improved 


After 1924 many changes were effected, 
Entrance examinations were made more 
difficult, salaries increased, special allow- 
ances introduced, and a pension system es- 
tablished—making it possible for able men 
of moderate means to enter and remain 
in the service, 

Moreover, an increasing interest in world 
affairs made it more attractive as a career. 


The result has been a great improvement 
in the quality of our foreign-service per- 
sonnel. The younger men are, on the 
whole, .abler, more aware of the signifi- 
cance of the problems which confront the 
United States, and more capable of show- 
ing moral courage when issues of import- 
ance arise. 

Yet because of seniority, the pre-1924 of- 
ficials hold most of the higher posts in the 
department, together with a number of am- 


bassadorial positions. Grew is 65; Dunn 
and Dooman are 55; Ballantine is 57. Young- 
er men with exceptional talents have been 
relegated to positiong where their talents 
cannot be fully used, This lowered their 
morale, and many brilliant officials have 
left the service. Some who remained have 
been infected by the dead rot. : 


Thorough Shake-up Called For 


The recent arrest of John 8S. Service, 


one of the most capable of the younger 
men, is generally regarded as a warning , 


to the others not to be too critical of the 
policies of their elders. 

An effective reorganization of the State 
Department—designed to create an agency 
capable of giving this country a vigorous, 
consistent, democratic foreign policy—ob- 
viously demands more than reshuffling 
top posts. A thorough shake-up is needed. 
Social Registerites must be cleaned out. 


For two or three years there hag existed 
a list of officers in the top grades who are 
designated for retirement as “deadwood.” 
But the department has hesitated to act. 
It feared that the sudden forced retirement 
of a number of high officials would make 
it evident that these men had been pro- 
moted and assigned to important posts for 
reasons other than efficiency. And it won- 
dered how to explain the forced retirement 
of some 60 “experienced” men when it 
sought funds to expand the service. 


Need Democratic Outlook 


But a smooth-running, modern organiza- 
tion will not be achieved merely by elimi- 
nating the older “career” men, It will be 
necessary to bring into the department 
some new men who have not been con- 
taminated by snobbery and false social 
standards. We could name several persons 
of exceptional ability who have dealt 
with foreign countries through Lend-Lease, 
the FEA, or UNRRA who could well be 
utilized in the State Department. 

We do not ask that the State Depart- 
ment be dominated by liberalg or reform- 
ers. But it is not unreasonable to insist 
that the men who shape our foreign policy 
be genuinely democratic in their outlook, 
The next few years will undoubtedly see 
a world upsurge of popular movements, 


It will not be easy for America to ad- 
just itself to the basic changes that are 
bound to occur. But if we have the wis- 
dom to put into office persons who, re- 
gardless of money, color or socia€ stand- 
ing, have a broad understanding of world 
events as well as basic ability and experi- 
ence, we can face the future with far bet- 
ter hope of a successful foreign policy than 
has seemed possible in recent years. 


CIANO HAD IT COMING

When Count Ciano was tried and execut- 
ed by order of Hitler and Mussolini, there 
was some feeling of sympathy in this coun- 
try for a supposedly agreeable and lively 
young man who had met.such an untime- 
ly fate. But Ciano’s diary reveals him as a 
perfectly callous fellow, going along with 
Mussolini without protest and recording 
with apparent admiration the ruthlessness 
of his father-in-law. 

Ciano was an accomplice in aggressive 
wars that amounted to unprovoked mass 
murders, At the end, fate caught up with 
him and he had to take what so often he 
had dealt out to others. 


American’s 40 Years in Russia 


Described in Sympathetic Book 


“The Russia I Believe In: Memoirs, 1902-1941,” by 
Samuel N. Harper. (University of Chicage Presa, 
Chicago.) 

This volume is an intimate study of Rus- 
sia, new and old, written sympathetically by 
a scholarly admirer, who appraises the na- 
tion’s gains through revolution and assesses 
its mistakes, 

Samuel N. Harper’s nearly 40 years in 
Russia as student, newspaper correspondent 
and diplomat gave him a fund of informa- 
tion which he delightfully reveals in his 
memoirs. Encouraged to visit Russia by his 
father, the first president of the University 
of Chicago, young Harper became enamored 
of the Russians and spent most of hig life 
in Moscow or radiating out of it. He was 
an intimate of Communist and conserva- 
tive alike, 

Mingling with radical students in his 
youth, Harper was shadowed by the Czar’s 
secret police. He witnessed the 1917 revo- 
lution as political adviser to David R, 
Francis, then American Ambassador to Mos- 
cow. When the revolution broke, Gov. 
Francis commented: “Now is the time one 
must show why he has enjoyed the good 
things of life.” 

Harper remained in Moscow through the 
stormiest days of the upheaval. Driving 
home one night in a particularly ram- 
shackle cab, a friend remarked: “This ve- 
hicle, like Russia, will probably collapse at 
the next corner.” “And, like Russia,” com- 
ments the author, “the old bus bent In all 
directions, but didn’t break.” 

* * . 

Before internal peace was established, 
5,000,000 kulaks, well-to-do peasants, had 
been liquidated. In 1937 another purge, pre- 
cipitated by Trotsky’s fight on Stalin, 
brought death to 1000 other revolters. The 
author calls Trotsky a prima donna and an 
individualist, despite hig acceptance of Com- 
munism. In the interest of unity and dis- 
cipline, Stalin was compelled to expel Trots- 
ky from the party and then from the coun- 
try. Russian followers of Trotsky deserted 
him before hig assassination, Harper writes, 
and in Moscow he is now jeeringly referred 
to as the “New York Phenomenon.” 

Industrial progress in Russia has been 
slow, but consistent. The technique followed 
in American bond drives is copied in Rus- 
sian industries. One factory competes with 
another to finish quotas and workers re 
celve bonuses. 

Of the new Constitution, Harper says: 
“Through this instrument, the Russian peo- 
ple have secured the most promising chan- 
nels of self-expression and self-aséertion 
they have ever known, They are coming 
through and on top.”

Sense of F rustration. 


There was no way, in short, by 
which the will of the people could 
express itself politically. The re- 
sult was a sense of frustration 
which kept the nation from that 
whole-hearted moral unity which 
the enormity of the peril de- 
manded and the grandeur of the 
Americar? achievement in over- 
coming that peril would otherwise 
have called forth: 

It is no reflection on President 
Roosevelt or on the men who 
served him faithfully to say this. 
Here is the essence of democratic 
government, and the vital secret 
of its strength, that when new 
times cal] for new men, changes 
shall take place which conform, 
not necessarily to what the people 
were told they wanted, but to what 
in fact—when they see the change 
—they find they did want. 

The ability to' make = such 
changes is what keeps government 
close to the people, causing them 
to regard its successes and its 
errors as their own, and not as 
the works of a remote and suspect 
power. 

Circumstances and his own sea- 
goned political judgment have en- 
abled the President to clear away 
the sense of frustration. This has 
released the pent-up good will and 
pride which was due to arise out 
of the astounding performance of 
the people in this war. 


An Anxious Nation. 


This has been the difficulty, and 
‘not the existence of deep and ir- 
reconcilable conflicts within the 
nation. During the interval be- 
tween the two wars, serious con- 
flict had, to be sure, been per- 
mitted to develop. We had become 
weak in a world that was becom- 
ing ever more dangerous, and we 
had been unable by rational argu- 
ment to agree upon how to revise 
for the twentieth century a for- 
eign policy which had served us 
well in the nineteenth century. 
We had also been unable to di- 
rect our activity so as to avoid 
the miseries of mass unemploy- 
ment and undeserved economic 
failures in a land where nature 
and the intelligence and skill of 
the people can provide plenty. 


Thus conflicts were engendered. 
But they were not irreconcilable 
because in fact the United States 
possesses everything that is neces- 
sary to resolve its difficulties. The 
war has proved that conclusively. 

It has proved that the United 
States has the power to conduct 
its foreign relations: its vital in- 
terests can be defended and pro- 
moted by measures well within 
the means at its command. There- 
fore the problem of our foreign 
policy is quite soluble; the reali- 
zation that this is the case is why 
the old conflict of isolationism 
has dissolved. 


What War Has Proved. 


The war has. proved also that 
the productive capacity of the 
American economy is greater than 
anyone imagined it could be: it 
is so great, as compared with our 
previous conception of it, that it 
would be hard to say whether its 
old supporters or its most radical 
critics have been the more aston- 
ished. 


The prémise of this evdtenn is so 
large that our people know that 
the social problem is how to pre- 
serve it, improve it and make the 
best and fullest use of it. What- 
ever the disputes this engenders, 
they cannot, unless we suddenly

WORK OF DR. ELMAN 


Tells of Washington U. Man's 
Development of Treatment 
for Protein Deficiency.

The work of Dr. Robert Elman, 
of Washington University School 
of Medicine faculty, in develop- 
ing the amino-acid treatment for 
protein deficiency, is described in 
an article “Amino Acids May 
Mean Your Health,” in this week’s 
Saturday Evening Post, our to 
day. The article was written by 
Miriam Zeller Gross and Steven 
Spencer. 

Dr. Elman’s work in adding pro- 


teins, in the form of amino-acids 
and vitamins, to the food ele- 
ments injected in patients under- 
going abdominal operations, has 
been described in news articles in 
the Post-Dispatch*in the last two 
years. 


The first work done by Dr. El- 
man and associates in this line, 
in treatment of Mill Creek sewer 
laborers burned in an explosion in 
1935, is related in the Post's ar- 
ticle. Lost protein, which could not 
be replaced by other methods, was 
made up by administering amino- 
acids by vefn, saving the patients’ 
lives. 


“A recent surgical case reported 
by Dr. Elman,” the article says, 
“is that of a dentist who had an 
incurable infection of the ab- 
dominal wall and the bladder. It 
became necessary to remove all 
but three feet of the smal] in- 
testine—which is 20 to 30 feet 
long—and half of the large in- 
testine. This was done in two op- 
erations, and ordinarily such 
major surgical procedureg would 
have put a severe if not fatal 
strain on the patient. But the 
dentist was fed amino acids by 
vein during the operations and 
during the time the incisions 
were healing. He gained 530 pounds 
in weight within a short time, 
and now is at work at his office 
every day.” 

The article features the possible 
use of the amino acids for en- 
abling “starved millions in the 
wake of war” to find recuperation 
which otherwise might be impos- 
sible, owing to their advanced 
stage of malnutrition.

T public opinion to a new pitch

It was not that Justice Roberts 
was firmly attached to the con- 
servative wing of the old court. 
His was not the bitterness of Jus- 
tice McReynolds or the stubborn 
determination of Justice Van 
Devanter to resist all change. Of- 
ten Roberts voted against the 
conservatives. 

But he wrote one of the most 
famous opinions of that era of 
elashing wills. Justice Roberts 
spoke for the majority of the 
eourt in invalidating the first Agri- 
eultural Adjustment Act. The act 
regulated agricultural production 
and thus exercised a power not 
granted to the Federal Govern- 
ment but reserved to the states, 
Roberts said in his opinion. 

If that opinion was famous, 80 
was the dissent from it, written by 
Justice Harlan F. Stone of the 
liberal minority, whom President 
Roosevelt was later to name Chief 
Justice. Stone in his dissent, read 
his conservative brethren a stern 
lecture for trying to make the law 


themselves instead of being con- 


tent merely to interpret the 


statutes passed by Congress.

A Friend of Brandeis. 


While in recent years Justice 
Roberts frequently went along 
with the dissenting minority and 
sometimes dissented alone, he 
showed plainly that he was not 
happy in the prevailing atmos- 
phere of acrimony and suspicion. 
Roberts is an urbane and worldly 
man whose memory goes back to 
the days when the court did not 


In the course of this: famous 
@issent, he said that “while un- 
constitutional exercise of power by 
the executive and legislative 
branches of the Government is 
subject to judicial restraint, the 
only check upon our own exercise 
of power is our own sense of self- 
restraint. For the removal of un- 
wise laws from the statute books, 
appeal lies not to the courts but 
to the ballot and to the processes 
of democratic government.” 

As he was to repeat over and 
over with his salty New England 
common sense, Stone was saying 
that while he might not like a 
law, he felt it beyond his power 
as a judge to throw it out if it 
clearly came within the frame- 
work “of our great charter of 
government,” the nstitution. 

What is certain to fascinate fu- 
ture historians is that the struggle 
within the court today—and the 
bitterness is almost as great as it 
was back in the '30s — is over 
the same issue. Repeatedly, in 
his dissents, Chief Justice Stone 


seem, at least, to be contending 
for power in the sweaty arena. 
But this worldly conservative 
had as perhaps his closest friend 
on the court the late Justice Louis 
D. Brandeis, a liberal in the old 
tradition. Roberts has often told 
how Brandeis saved him from 
making what would have been the 
most serious mistake of his life. 
As the result of a trusteeship 
which he retained after he went 
on the court, Roberts came in for 
undeserved attack. Thinking this 
might reflect on the court, he had 
just about made up his mind to 
resign. Before he took the atep, 
however, he consulted his good 
friend. Brandeis persuaded him 
that his resignation would actually 
reflect on the court and that, be- 
ing blameless, he had no alterna- 
tive but to stay on the bench. 
The troubled confusion of our 
time is inevitably reflected in the 
court. Justice Roberts now steps

ODT Bars Race Horses From Trains and Other Common Carrie 
| They Set the Pace 


Sport Hit 
Second Time 


Within Year 


WASHINGTON, July 11 (AP)— 
An Office of Defense Transporta- 
tion order today virtually con- 
fined race horses and racing it- 


self to tracks now operating. 


ODT officia}s said the order 
of 


forbids the ransportation 
horses, except in privately-owned 
vans, from one track to another 
regardless of distances. 


The ODT ordered that trans- 


portation of race horses or show 


animals by railroad and common 
or contract motor carriers be pro- 
hibited, effective at 6 p.m., Eastern 
war time, today, 

Thus the billion-dollar sport 
faced its second serious setback 
in less than a year. 

Last December, James § F. 
Byrnes, then War Mobilization Di- 
rector, ordered a complete stop- 
page of racing effective on Jan. 3, 
1945. 

This ban remained in effect 
until Fred M. Vinson, successor to 
Byrnes as War Mobilizer, lifted it 
last May 9, after victory over Ger- 
many. 

Since its revival, racing has 
drawn record crowds all over the 
country. Betting has been setting 
new highs. 

The ODT’s action today grew 
out of complaints that horses were 
being shipped long distances, in 
some instances across the conti- 
nent for running in rich stakes. 

An order prohibiting rail trans- 
portation was issued by the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission at 
the request of ODT Director J. 
Monroe Johnson. The exception 
requires ICC permits, 


Johnson asked the commission | 


to “restrict the transportation of 
race horses and show animals by 
railroads in order to expedite the 
movement of troops, materials of 
war and civilian sipplies needed 
for the successful prosecution of 
the war.” 

ICC said the ban would become 
effective at once and continue in 
effect until 12:01 a.m. July 1, 1946. 

The ICC explained the ban does 
not include circus animals moved 
under contract with the railroads. 

Animals shipped in freight cars 
as ordinary livestock also are not 
subject to the restrictions, an ICC 
official said, but persons using 
private cars in ordinary freight 
service for the purpose must file 
affidavits with the ICC.

CHICAGO, July 11 (AP) — The 
co-ordinated meetings of the Ar- 
lington Park and Washington 
Park Jockey Clubs, currently in 
progress at Washington Park, 
will not be affected by the ODT 
ban on shipment of race horses, 
Benjamin F. Lindheimér, manag- 
ing director of the clubs, said to- 
day. 

“We have about 1500 horses 
quartered at Washington Park 
and nearby Lincoln Fields,” Lind- 
heimer said. “And have no more 
room.”

HERMAN said “War is hell.” 

No truer words were ever ut- 

tered. The sorrows, heartaches, 
disappointments, separations and 
the uncertainties of war increas- 
ingly grow as a menace to your 
health. The uncertainties from 
day to day in every yiphase of life, 
especially the worryand fear for 
your loved ones away from home, 
begin to take their-toll. 

Every conceivable-message Car- 
rier is inescapably before your 
eyes and ears throughout the day 
and night. Sometimes happiness 
and sometimes sorrow seem to 
trickle their way through the brain 
fibers to be transported to the 
heart, with the result emotional 
and nervous symptoms become 
proportionally manifest.

the mind and body. 

The uncertainties from day to 
day in the business world have 
their effect on a business man’s 
mental and physical makeup, but 
are not to be compared to the 
human reactions influenced by 
fear and worry and sorrow. Medi- 
cal advice, sympathy and atten- 
tion are suggestively offered, but 
without great benefit. Exclusion 
of seclusion and constant com- 
panionship of their loved ones and 
friends offer some relief, but not 
enough to annihilate fear, worry 
and sorrow. 

Seeking confidence through 
prayers and the church appears to 
offer much hope and re-establish 
the line of thought “In God We 
Trust.” Is it any wonder then 
that aching hearts and discour- 
aged souls are torn asunder by 
the repercussions of the horrors 
of war? Sacrifice, unselfishness, 
work and the will to aid, with 
God’s help, is the surest and 
quickest way to aholish fear, 
worry and sorrow. There is noth- 
ing more beautiful or more senti- 
mental than peace, with all of its 
cherished memories of the good 
This is the 
remedy for the tired, haggard and 
exhausted soul that has fallen vic- 
tim to fear, worry and sorrow.

Trip Not Prearranged, Says Author--Germany Jarred to Its Roots

OUNT CIANO, Mussolini’s son- 
C in-law, wrote into his intimate 

diary the first account to come 
from inside the Axis of the 
strange flight of Rudolf Hess, Hit- 
ler’s trusted* deputy, who para- 
chuted into Scotland in May, 1941. 

Ciano makes it abundantly clear 
that it was no prearranged trip 
and that it jarred Nazi Germany 
to the heart of the Reichschancel- 
lery. Its immediate result was to 
send Foreign Minister Ribbentrop 
scurrying to Rome before Hess 
could spill German plans in Lon- 
don, Ciano was astonished chiefly 
at the failure of Anglo-Americans 
to exploit the incident. 

For three months early in 1941 
Ciano was with a bomber group 
operating from Bari, He recorded 
such political gossip as the fact 
that King Victor’s cousin, the 
Duke of Spoleto, was sought for 
24 hours and finally found in the 
company of a young woman in a 
Milan hotel before he could be told 
he had been chosen “King of 
Croatia,” the Axis puppet estab- 
lished after the defeat of Yugo 
slavia. 

Ciano wrote: 

Jan. 3—“Prince Hesse (German 
prince and son-in-law of King 
Victor) wishes to know in the 
name of Hitler what is Il Duce’s 
real attitude towards the Fuehrer. 
There is the impression in Ger- 
many that Il Duce is cool. I re- 
plied that never before has he 
been more grateful to Hitler for 
his friendship. My reply is 100 
per ‘cent true.” 

Jan. 5—“Since 4 p.m. yesterday 

the Bardia (Libya) radio has been 
silent (Bardia was attacked Jan. 3. 
“he garrison of more than 20,000 
surrendered after 20 days). . 
Is this still a case of the flea and 
the elephant? ‘A’ peculiar flea,’ 
says Mussolini, ‘with more than 
a thousand guns at its disposal.’ 

“T telegraphed Alfieri (ambassa- 
dor in Berlin) to request a meet- 
ing of Hitler and Mussolini, Up to 
now, Mussolini has procrastinated. 
He would prefer not to meet Hit- 
ler until some of these failures 
have been erased.” 

Jan, 7—“The collapse of Bardia 
has ‘shaken public morale again. 
Mussolini says this is a washing 
that will take a week to dry.” 

Jan. 11—"Yesterday’s news of 

the air and sea battle perhaps was 
exaggerated. We cannot as yet 
establish whether the British car- 
rier was sunk (a cruiser was sunk, 
the carrier Illustrious, a battleship 
and a destroyer damaged by Ger- 
man and Italian aircraft).... We 
are not getting good news from 
Albania. ... Il Duce’ finds the en- 
tire situation inexplicable.” 
, Jan, 13—“The movement begins 
(of German troops into Bulgaria, 
although Bulgaria did not sign 
the Rome-Berlin-Tokyo pact until 
March 1 and the. occupation be- 
gan officially the following day). 
The approach of the Germans al- 
ready suggests that the tempo of 
events is about to quicken.” 

Jan, 16—“The King . . . said he 
considers the Greek situation end- 
ed with the German descent into 
Thrace. ... Ii Duce .... con 
ferred with Cavallero (chief of the 
general staff). ‘Greece,’ says Mus- 
solini, ‘was a political master- 
plece. We succeeded in isolating 
the country and in age ge a it 
to fight alone. ‘But the Italian 
army failed us completely.’” 

Jan, 18-21 — “Departure for 
Salzburg. Mussolini arrives deep- 
ly concerned and nervous. , ; 
He keeps repeating, ‘If anyone 
had prophesied on Oct, 15 what 
has actually happened since, I 
would have had him shot.’ 

“Hitler and his chiefs of staff 
are waiting for us on the plat- 
form, . . . The meeting is cordial 
; . there are no veiled condo- 
lences, 

“Mussolini says he found a very

Later, South explained his six 
no-trump bid as an attempt to 
sound out the chance for a grand 
slam, but he should have been 
satisfied with his previous jump to 
three no-trump and accepted the 
six heart contract, 

West got off to a good lead, the 
spade ten. When the deuce was 
played from dummy East properly 
ducked, and South won with the 
queen. 

The six heart tricks were now 
run off, and East plainly showed 
his misery about discarding. With 
every evidence of anguish he part- 
ed with three diamonds and one 
club, but, when the last heart was 
relentlessly cashed, he could not 
steel himself to blanking ejther 
the diamond king or the club 
queen. 

It was almost as though he had 
moaned, “I’ve given up enough 
cards in diamonds and clubs—I 
won't let go another one!” And, 
since there was only one other 
suit available, out came the seven 
of spades! 

That, of course, was all declarer 
needed. He promptly conceded a 
spade trick, then could cash the 
ace and jack, one diamond and 
two clubs, 

It is rather difficult to fathom 
how East could have thought that 
the blank king-ten of diamonds 
or the blank queen-five of clubs 
could be valuable to him. It is 
even harder to excuse his failure 
to realize that the one suit he had 
to guard was spades.
